INTER-STATE TRANSPORT RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
GOVERNMENT OF ANDHRA PRADESH AND ODISHA - 18° SUPPLEMENTAL 
TRANSPORT RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT - PUBLICATION UNDER SUB-SECTION 


(6) OF SECTION 88 OF THE MOTOR VEHICLE ACT, 1988 - FINAL 
NOTIFICATION. 


(G.O.Ms. No.23, Transport, Roads & Buildings (TRP.I), 24" April, 2023.) 


FINAL NOTIFICATION 


Whereas, a reciprocal agreement has been entered into between the 
Governments of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha in G.O.Ms.No.294, Transport, Roads & 
Buildings (Tr.I) Department dated the 13" October, 2008 regarding the operation of 
transport vehicles between Andhra Pradesh and Odisha States and to have details of 
various routes agreed in the Inter-State agreements comprising all the agreements 
entered into between the two States and published in Part-I of the Extraordinary issue 
of the Andhra Pradesh Gazette No.294, dated 13" October, 2008; 


2. And whereas, preliminary notification vide G.O. Ms. No. 41 issued by T, 
R&B (Tr-I) Dept. Govt. of A.P 1“ supplemental reciprocal transport agreement was 
published on 03.02.2009 between the states of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha and it was 
not concluded due to some clauses, which will not protecting the interests of either 
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STUs. As per the present scenario, the Governments of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha 
feel it appropriate to use the improved road infrastructure enhancing the connectivity 
in both the states for providing better service to encourage movement of passenger 
vehicles on inter-state routes between Andhra Pradesh and Odisha and hence, it is 
highly necessary to enter into revised reciprocal agreement in between the two States 
for operation of bus services of APSRTC and OSRTC. 


3. And whereas, a joint meeting was held between the officials of APSRTC and 
OSRTC on 27.01.2022 at Vijayawada to finalise the terms and conditions of the new 
reciprocal transport agreement wherein certain mutually agreed and decisions were 
taken in the matter basing on which, this agreement is being published for giving into 
effect. 


4. The draft 1“Supplemental Transport Reciprocal Agreement was issued as 
required by subsection (5) of Section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central 
Act 59 of 1988) in G.O Rt.No.354, Transport, Roads and Buildings (TR.D 
Department dated 09.12.2022 and published in Part-I Extraordinary of the Andhra 
Pradesh Gazette No. 3302 dated 13.12.2022, the draft was also published in the local 
daily news paper i.e, “SAKSHI (Daily)” on 16.12.2022 inviting representations from 
persons, associations, and authorities who have a right to make representations on or 
before the 11.01.2023. 


5. And whereas, the suggestions/objections received on the said draft have been 
examined and disposed by the Government. 


6. Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section (6) of 
section 88 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central Act 59 of 1988), the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh hereby publish the following I* supplemental 
Reciprocal Agreement arrived between the states of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha, 
namely, 


FIRST SUPPLEMANTAL TRANSPORT RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT 


Whereas, it is decided to control and regulate the plying of transport vehicles on 
the inter-state routes between the States of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha and in 
continuation of all the previous agreements, it is hereby agreed to publish 
1 Supplemental Agreement on the following terms and conditions entered into with the 
State of Odisha. 


1. STAGE CARRIAGES: - In pursuance of the decisions arrived at the meeting of 
the State Transport Undertakings of both the States, it has been mutually agreed to give 
effect the resolutions wherein the States of Andhra Pradesh and Odisha will be able to ply 
inter-state buses by the respective State Transport Undertakings in a route length of the 
25,383 Km and 25,644 KM respectively. The inter-State routes as mutually agreed are as 
shown under Annexures A to F (Annexed to this Order): 


Annexure -A: The routes specified are for the operation by the State 
Transport Undertaking of Andhra Pradesh State in Odisha State.

Annexure-B: The routes specified are for the operation by the State Transport 
Undertaking of Odisha State in Andhra Pradesh State. 


Annexure-C: The routes specified are for augmentation of services by Andhra 
Pradesh State Transport Undertaking in Odisha State. 


Annexure-D: The routes specified are for augmentation of services by Odisha 
State Transport Undertaking in Andhra Pradesh. 


Annexure-E: The routes proposed for deletion from operation with respect to 
State Transport Undertaking of Andhra Pradesh in Odisha State. 


Annexure-F: Parity of kilometers. 


Operation of the stage carriages by the State Transport Undertakings as shown in the 
Annexures shall be as per the taxation Acts of the States concerned. 

Spare buses up to 10% of the fleet of the State Transport Undertakings of both the 
States on inter-state routes will be allowed to ply on inter-state routes in the event of 
breakdown of regular route buses. 

The State Transport Authority of the reciprocating State may accord general 
concurrence under section 88 (7) of the said Act for issue of temporary permits as and 
when required. 

If any discrepancy is noticed in future regarding distance of the route, same will be 
surveyed by the respective State Transport Authority and corrected through 
correspondence which shall not be treated as modification of agreement. 

The provision for night halt of Buses of both the STUs is considered at their 
respective destination points of either State, keeping in view of the convenience of the 
citizens and also for better management of fleet. 


Permits would be allotted to routes based on their kilometer usage irrespective of the 
no. of Buses or to each bus. 

Bi-lingual boards- The stage carriages plying on inter-state routes between Odisha 
and Andhra Pradesh should carry destination boards in Telugu, Odiya and English. 
Holder of permanent/temporary stage carriage permit whenever wants to discontinue 
the service shall surrender the permit before the primary permit granting authority and 
intimate the fact to the Countersigning Authority. The primary permit granting 
authority shall also intimate the fact of surrender of permit to the reciprocating State 
for record. 

Diversion of Bus Services in case of Emergency: In case of natural calamities such 
as flood, cyclone, earthquake etc., the Odisha based vehicles shall ply in Andhra 
Pradesh on the routes other than the routes agreed to in order to reach the destinations 
and vice versa. Permission for such diversion shall be accorded by the State Transport 
Authority concerned for a maximum period of 30 days at a time. In case such 
diversion is required for a longer period, permission may be granted by the State 
Transport Authority concerned on payment of tax with stipulation not to pickup or set 
down passengers on the deviation portions of the routes concerned. 


NEW ROUTES: 


A review meeting shall be convened every year as per the mutual consent within 
the STUs of the both the states to examine the need for new routes as well as existing 
routes. The officers of both the state Governments will examine the feasibility of such 
routes at said meeting and decisions taken thereof shall form a part of this agreement 
only. 
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3. ISSUE OF TEMPORARY STAGE CARRIAGE PERMITS TO STATE 
TRANSPORT UNDERTAKINGS: 


Pending finalization of the Reciprocal Transport Agreement, the State Transport 
Authorities of Odisha and Andhra Pradesh will issue temporary permits to the State 
Transport Undertakings of both the States on the routes identified for their operation 
in the Annexures as per the taxation Acts of the respective States. 


4. Reciprocal sharing of facilities by Andhra Pradesh State Road Transport 
Corporation and Odisha State Road Transport Corporation: 


It has been agreed that both the Corporations will extend mutual cooperation in 
sharing facilities and services at the depots and bus stands of either STUs. 


5. TAXATION: 


a. Taxes by various kinds of vehicles covered by this reciprocal agreement shall be 
payable in advance at their respective home—State only as per the provisions 
contained in the Motor Vehicles Taxation Act and Rules of the respective State 
and no tax payment in other State. 

b. All transport vehicles not covered by any agreement while operating in the other 
State, shall be liable to pay all the taxes leviable in the other State 


6. GENERAL 


a. Both the States would render mutual assistance for collection of arrears of tax and 
penalties due to the reciprocate State. 


b. The State of Andhra Pradesh shall consider refund/adjustment of tax and penalty, 
if any, paid by Odisha State Road Transport Corporation, in excess of what is due. 
Likewise similar claims of Andhra Pradesh State Road Transport Corporation, if 
any, shall be considered by the Odisha authorities in respect of arrear taxes & 
penalty. 

c. The vehicles owned by the Government of reciprocating State used for non- 
commercial purpose shall be totally exempted from payment of motor vehicles 
tax in the reciprocating State. 

d. The stage carriages shall be permitted to divert their services on inter - state 
routes specified in the agreement in case of construction of new road subject to 
the approval of concerned State Transport Authority. 

e. Both the STUs are authorized to sign MoUs/ Agreements among themselves in 
respect of knowledge sharing, Technical Assistance, Logistic Support etc. for 
improvement of their services.
